Some Authors would have the World oblig'd 

to the Fews for the happy Invention of Exchange, 

who being baniſh'd out of France, under the Reign 

of Dagobert, in the Year 640, (and by ſeveral o- 
* ther Princes ſince that Time) eſcaping into ay 
| fell upon that Method of withdrawing the Effects 
they had left behind them; ſo that Exchanpe bes 

ginning to flouriſh in Florence, Venice, and Genoa; 
was thence tranſmitted to Amſterdam; from whence} 

by means of the extenſive Correſpondence of that 
| City, it was immediately ſpread all over Europe; 

[ and being found yery convenient and advantageous 
1 to Commerce, was very much favour'd and encou- 
| rag'd by all Potentates and Sovereigns ; who, a-

it, look*d upon it as the moſt infallible way to pre- 
vent the Exportation of Gold, Silver, and Jewels 
out of their Dominions, wHich the Want of Bills 
of Exchange then render'd on ſome Occaſions 10 70 
avoidable. 
The Uſe of Exchange is now become ſo dene 
ficial and univerſal, and the Advantages, which 
thereby redound to Trade, are in themſelves ſo 
apparent, that I will not trouble the Reader with 
many Proofs of this neceſſary, delicate, and moſt 
excellent Point of Commerce, ſince it is evident, 
beyond all Contradiction, that a Remittance of 
Money may be niore ſpeedily, more conveniently, 
_ more ſafely made in Bills of Exchange, chan 
m .

ar Authors, in treating of Exchange, have

ly what it is not: But as I don't ſo well 
comprehend the Neceſſity of Negatives, in Diſ- 
courſes of this Nature, I ſhall only ſay (notwith- / 
ſanding the different Acceptations, in which this 
Term of Exchange, in a larger Senſe, may be im- 
ply*d) that it here means, (what I have already 
faid) a ComMERCE of Money, or bartering or Definition of 
exchanging the Money of one City or Country, for 3 
that of another ;, perform'd by means of an Inſtru- 
ment in Writing, call'd, a BILL or ExchAN OR.

The better to bring the Reader to a. true and 
erte Knowledge of the preſent Subject, it will 

neceſſary to acquaint him, that as the Money 
and Species of all Nations differ very much from 
each other, not only in their current Prices, but 
in their intrinſick Value, there is a certain PA R 
eſtabliſh'd between em, according to the real and 
effective Value of each Species, without any regard 
to the Prices at which they are current in the 
Countries in which they are coinꝰd. 
Of the Par er. Itake the Par to be of two kinds, viz. that of real 
Money and Money, and that of Exchange, or imaginary Mo- 
Exchange. ney ; and both theſe terminate in the ſame thing, 

| becauſe the one has a Oy Dependance upon 
the other. 

By the Par of real Money y, is meant, the Equa- 
lity of the intrinfick Value of the real Species of any 
one Country, with thoſe of another and ſo a French 

Crown in Specie, is equal to Four Shillings and 
Six-pence Engliſh. 

By the Par of Exchange, is underſtood, he 
Proportion that the imaginary Money of any one Coun- 
try, bears to that of another : and fo ſuppoſing the 
French Crown in Specie, to be current in France, 
(as it has been) at 72 Solzs Tournois, their Crown 
conſiſting of three Livres, or 60 Solzs Tournois, 
was only Three Shillings and Nine-pence, or 45 
Engliſh Pence. For the Par of Money, between 
England and France, according to its intrinſick Va- 
lue, being 60 French Solz, for 34 Engliſb Pence; 
that of the Exchange being only a Conſequence of 
it, muſt needs bear a juſt and exact Proportion to 
it.

In order to prove the Riſe and Fall of Exchange, i 
greeable to the Reaſons before given, let us con- 
er, in the firſt Place, the very..Definjzjon of 
Exchange, it will from thence appear, that the .  .. ..

= Secondly, the Demand there is in one Country, 
for Money in another, has likewiſe a. very power- 
ful Influence upon the. Courſe of Exchange; this 
will eaſily, appear to any, thinking Man, that will 

ive himſelf but the trouble to make this one Re- 

lection; that if, for Example, Exgland lays out 
in buying of Goods, or other ways expends in Hol- 
land, Two Hundred Thouſand Pounds Sterling per 
Annum, and Holland lays out in England one half 
of that Sum, the Engliſh not knowing any other way 
to have the remaining One Hundred. Thouſand 
Pounds return'd,, muſt conſent to be at ſome Loſs, 
to remit it by Bills of Exchange. 
So that it plainly appears, that the Occaſion of 
a great Demand for Money in any Country, can 
only proceed from the Demand that there is for 
the Goods of that Country, or the Neceſſity. of re- 
mitting Money thither, to be employ'd any *

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Way: For Example, the great Remittances that 
were made for the Subfiftahce of the Engliſh 

Forces in Holland, muſt infallibly have contributed 
very much to make Bills upon that Country dearer, 
than they otherwiſe would have been. ti 
But becauſe poſitive Examples have always more 
force than the moſt weighty Arguments ther can 

be us'd, I ſhalt here give two' Inſtances, which, I 

hope, will prove the Truth of what is here aſſerted,  - 

Je xamples About the Time that the clipp'd Money was 

to prove the call'd in, in England, in the Year 1691, and the 

Riſe and Fall Guineas roſe to 30 Shillings, the Exchange to 

F Edinburgh was at 15 per Cent. that is to ſay, they 

gave at London 115 Pounds to receive 100 at Edin- 

gb; but as ſoon as (the bad Money being call'd 
in, and new coin'd) the current Coins of the King- 
dom, both of Gold and Silver, fell to their former 
Prices, the Exchange of Courſe, return'd to it's 
former Rate of 10 or 12 per Cent. Loſs to Scotland; 
that is to ſay, for 100 Pounds receiv'd here, they 
paid 110, or 112 Pounds at Edinburgh. 
The frond Ex. he other Example that remains to be given, is 
ample. that of the Exchange between England and France, 
which, ſoon after the Peace concluded at Ryſwick, 
was at 40, 41 and 42 Pence for the French Crown 
of 60 Solzs Tournois, and thus continu'd for a con- 
ſiderable Time, becauſe there was then but little 
Demand in England for Money in France, and the 
French Crown in Specie paſs'd there at 72 Solzs : 
Beſides that, the Engliſh root to export Spiceries, 
Sugars, and ſeveral Sorts of Goods to France, which 
ſold very well at a time, when they had not ſeen 
an Engliſh Ship there, (but ſuch as had been taken 
as Prizes) for many Years together. But the worſt 
was, that it was hard to find a way to remit the 
Money to England; becauſe, moſt of all the French 
Commodities. were (by the exceſſive Duty laid on 
them) as good as prohibited here, and beſides, the 


greateſt,

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teſt Part of the Product of the Goods ſent from 
cotland and Ireland, (which was very conſiderable) 
was to be remitted by way of Londen, which ſtill 
kept the Exchange very low; till at laſt, to evade 
the Act of Parliament impoſing a Duty of 50 l. 
per Ton upon all French Wines to be imported in- 
to England, the Merchants agreed upon a Scheme 
to export Wines from Bourdeaux to St. Sebaſtian's, 
where removing them into Spaniſh Buts,.&c, they 
imported them into Exgland, under the Notion of 
Spaniſh Wines: which Commerce having laſted a 
conſiderable time, and great Quantities of French 
Wines and Brandy having been by that means im- 
rted into England, that (with the conſiderable 
Nee made for the Uſe of the Britiſb Noble - 
men and Gentlemen then travelling in France) did 
not a little contribute to make an Alteration in the 
Courſe of Exchange; and the French King, hav- 
ing about that time, by ſeveral Edicts, brought 
down the current Price of the Species of his King- 
dom about 10 per Cent. the Exchange of a ſudden 
came to 48 d. Engliſb for the French Crown of 60 
Solz Tournois; at which Rate it continued a pretty 
while, till upon the Appearance of a ſudden War, 
our Noblemen and Gentlemen being 'come home, 
and the Parliament likewiſe having fallen upon a 
Method to prevent the Importation of French Wines 
from Spain, or any other Place, the Demand for 
Money in France began to ceaſe here; and on the 
contrary, vaſt Sums of Money being -remitted hi- 
ther to the French Ambaſſador, and probably to 
other Emiſſaries of that Kingdom, for carrying on 
that Monarch's ambitious Deſigns againſt Europe, 
there was a great Demand in France, for Money in 
England, which was not a little augmented by the 
> Exportation of old Louis-d'Ors, and Spaniſh 
iſtoles, out of France into England, where ſome 
Profit was to be made upon them at that time; fo 


that 
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that the Cotifſe of Exchange fell once more to 40, 
or 41 4. per Crown; and" 1 believe it remain“ 
thereabduts tilt the Declaration of the late War, at 
which time it ceasd altogether ; ſo that from 
whas ths Pen bid. Fry plainly appears, _chas 
the riſiog and fallin of Exchange muſt neceſſarily 
derlve its Origin, either from the Variation of the

But note, that People ought to 
go at convenient and ſeaſonable Hours. to Bankers, © 
and Merchant's Houſes, to demand Payment of , 
their Bills; and if the Perſon to whom the Bill is 
preſented, (be he Clerk, Servant, or any other be- 
longing to him) ſays it is. good, and deſires the 
Bearer to return for the Money at any reaſonable

Foreign Bills of Exchange have, ever ſince the 
Time they were firſt known in England, been 
look'd upon as the moſt binding, and moſt effec- 
tual Paper-Security that can be amongſt Merchants 
and that, not ſo much by Virtue of any Law, or 
Statute of the Realm, as in, Compliance to an uni- 
verſal Law, call'd TRE Law or ExcRANOE, 
which is derived from the general Practice and Con- 
ſent of the Merchants of all the Nations where 
Exchange is known, who have univerſally agreed 
to make a Bill of Exchange, the molt obligatory, 
as well as the moſt convenient Paper-Security, that 
is conceivable in Commerce. 

However, the Regard that is had to this Sort 
of Security, is greater in ſome Nations than in o- 
thersz and I am concern'd to ſay, not fo ſacred in 
Eugland as it ought to be. 

The Reaſon of that Diverſity proceeds from the 
Detect of the Laws in that caſe provided : For ill- 
meaning Perſons perceiving, that notwithſtanding 
the great Regard that ought to be had to Bills of 
Exchange,

Exchange, according to the Cuſtom of Merchants, 
the common Law does not look them as ſuch 
ſacred. things; Means, at laſt, have been found 
out; to render that Security as precarious as other 
Deeds ; and *tis no extraordinary thing to ſee Mer- 
chants now, a Year or two at Law together, about 
the Payment of a Bill of Exchange.

the Defect of the Laws, which had not ſufficiently 
provided for the Recovery of ſuch Sums:: And, 
as many Diſorders were occaſion'd by the little Re- 
gard that was had for Inland Bills of Exchange, 
the following Act of Parliament was made to re- 
medy all thoſe Evils.

2 Obſervation to be made upon this Debate 
is this: 
In Caſes of chis Nature, ſorting aſide ſuch Con- 
ſiderations, as are more curious, than material, 
the Court ſhould principally regard the Intent and 
Deſign of the Parties rather than the Formalities 
of any Deed: For, Merchants ought always to 
act bona fide, without any double Meaning, or In- 
tent to circumvent, or deceive one another.
